Settlement

WITH THE THREAT of deadlock 
looming over his shuttle effort, US. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
is now expected to step in with 
proposals of his own to try and 
bridge the gap between Israel and 
Egypt.

Israel was also expected to stress 
once again that if its political de.

This 
would provide for more modest po- 
litical concessions from Egypt, and 
more modest territorial sacrifices 
from Israel. Such a “modest” sce- 
naric was originally proposed by 
Israel back in November, but was 
rejected by President Sadat. The 
current negotiations so far have re- 
volved around a “broad” scenario 
including withdrawal from the Mitla 
Pass and Abu Rodeis. 

Yesterday began in Jerusalem 
with an early morning working 
session between the Israel and 
American teams.
